WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. 
and Changes. 


Market Reports. Conditions 
Outlook. 


The horizon of the cauned goods industry looks decidedly 
brighter this week, and as a consequence faces are by no means 
as long as they were wont to be. In fact it was becoming an 
understood thing among the barbers frequented by canned goods 
packers and others so interested, that the price of shaves must 
be 25 cents, so long had grown their faces. 

The past week has experienced a good rain in all sections 
where it was so badly needed, and dry weather in those that 
were in danger from floods. And as might be supposed the 
daily newspapers announced the morning after the rain that all 
crops were saved, and guaranteed, for the rain had come. Un- 
doubtedly an immense amount of good was done in this imme- 
diate section by the number of good showers, and the steady 
dowrpour of the early week ; and what is true here is also true 
of those other sections where the rains relieved the drouth. 
But the crops are by no means saved. There is need of more 
rain, and a good deal more of it, for the ground had become 
very dry indeed. 

Previous to these rains there were the most doleful reports 
from all sections growing canners’ crops; so doleful that one 
could come to no other conclusion than that there would be 
nothing canned in those sections, for it had all dried up, and 
was dead. Last week we published one of these reports, just 
as received, and this week we received a full and bountiful crop 
of letters, assuring us that such was not the case, but that rather 
the reverse was true, and that conditions indicated a yield and 
pack at least as large as last year’s. The original intention of 
the writers was of the best—an effort to put a little life into the 
market through crop reports that indicated a great shortage; 
but fearful that they had overshot the mark and that the can- 
ners would be lead to believe this, as well as the buyers, and 
would go in to stretch a pack ad. lib , they are now seeking to 
undo what they have done. Now it must not be supposed that 
these men deliberately falsified their reports in the hope of bene- 
fitting the market, and having overdone it now wish to retract. 
Indications in the height of the drouth did seem to point to a 
very small pack and yield, in the individual cases; and now that 
the earth has been refreshed by good showers, and the plants 


. revived, the appearance of things is entirely different. and they 


hasten to correct the false impression then given. 

The facts in the case are that the acreage on tomatoes, for 
instance on the Eastern Shore, or the Peninsula genersily, is 
quite well up to last year’s, though not quite as large. In the 
lower end of the Peninsula the plants and the outlook do not 
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look well, just as was the case at this time last year. But 
whether the yield will be as large or larger than last year de- 
pends entirely upon the kind of weather we have from this out. 
If we have occasional rains, and not too scorching suns, we will 
have a good yield from a little smaller acreage than last season. 
And they got plenty of tomatoes last season, after all. But we 
believe the canners are going to fill their cans this year with 
tomatoes—not with water or pulp—and if this be done, then the 
pack there will be smaller than last season under the best of 
conditions. 

Corn is not doing so well. It has suffered badly from the 
drouth, and this is being shown in the ears as they come to the 
canneries now. They are not uniformly filled out, are short and 
very uneven in their growth. It is doubtful if the rains will 
change this condition any now, for it is too late. It is not often 
that Frederick County in Maryland, that section known tl rough- 
out the country as producing the mountain corn, suffers a loss 
or even a partial loss of crops; but it is doing so this year, and 
it is doubtful, very, if they can make it up. In other words, 
corn is too far advanced, and it is too late in the season for rains 
or seasonable weather to change the yield materially. So the 
pack of corn in Maryland is going to be short. 

Out in the West they have been caught badly on the corn 
crop also, and it now seems certain they must have a lighter 
pack of corn there than for some years. Iowa reports that its 
pack will fall somewhat short of late years, and this is true of 
the other large corn packing States in the West. So that every- 
thing seems to definitely point to a shortage in the corn pack of 
1909, with no possibility of a recovery. 

This condition in the corn crop is reflected in the market 
here this week, and prices have advanced all along the line. 
No. 2 standard Harford County corn is now quoted at 65c.; 
Evergreen at 6734c.; No. 2 standard shoepeg at the same figure; 
with extra shoepeg quoted at 7oc., and fancy at 75c.; No. 2 
Maine style corn is qnoted at 6734c. to 7oc. and 75c., for the 
extra standard and fancy respectively. 

Tomatoes show no changes in their quotations, but the de- 
mand for them has been better, more brisk, and there is a much 
better feeling inthe market. We have seen some seconds toma. 
toes packed half full and then filled up with either water or pulp, 
at least the packers called them seconds, though we fail to 
understand upon what theory they make them seconds, for to us 
they look more like fourths. It does seem a shame that no 
matter how hard the knocks some canners receive, and knocks 
upon their pocketbooks too, they will not learn. We thought 
all canners understood by this time that a second meant second 
in quality, and not second in both quality and quantity. If the 
practice is continued, canners may feel absolutely certain the 
market will be held down to where it is, even if it does not go 
lower. 

Berries are on the rise, as might | be expected, for it will not 
surprise us to see small fruits go to very high figures before the 
year is ended. Cherries are also a good article to have and will 


be better as the year rolls on. In fact the specialty line of goods 
has been packed mainly this year to fill orders in hand, and there 
is a very small holding over and above this. 


In canners’ metals there is nothing new to report. Can 
makers are as busy as bees shipping cans to the factories, and 


supply men are working overtime getting out rush orders for all 
manner of supplies, for now that the season ison in full blast, 
the needs of the canner are very apparent.

Co., the big people in that line in the West, have announced 
their deliveries for 1909 as follows:

This announcement practically settles the status of the pea 
crop in Wisconsin, and shows that fancy grades of Alaska Seed 
peas are way short, while the cheaper grades are plentiful. 

It also shows that the sweet peas, Admirals, Telephone, 
Horsfords, etc., yielded well, and will be short only to a small 
degree. 

However, this announcement is that of a big bunch of can- 
neries which may or may not have sold largely against their 
prospective pack, and more largely possibly, than usual Con- 
sequently the delivery does not essentially represent the average 
pack or delivery of Wisconsin, though 1t has come to be the 
standard by which the output is measured. 

That Prorata Delivery Clause.—The Wisconsin Pea Can- 
ners Co. sells its output entirely on a prorata contract. The 
company is regarded as honest, reliable and impartial in the dis- 
tribution of its pack among its customers, but suppose in the 
course of time its management should change, as it certainly 
will, for we cannot live always, and there was to be a great 
crop failure and a heavy advance in prices and the company 
should conclude, under its new and less scrupulous management, 
to treat its customers unfairly and hold back deliveries, and put 
out fictitious percentages of its pack. What redress would its 
customers have? Under present unbusiness like and one sided 
methods they would have none. I claim that where a prorata 
delivery is made that it is due from the packer that he make a 
statement, from his books, of sales, deliveries, acreage and other 
information to show that he had been prudent in selling well 
withia his expectations of output; that he had not sold to other

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canning establishments at higher than he had sold his regular 
customers, and that altogether he had given his buyers a 
‘square deal.’’ I think that a strictly conscientious canner 
would voluntarily make such a showing, and that one who 
objected to doing so should legally be compelled to, and that 
there should be a clause in contracts so providing. 

On the other hand there should be a contract clause provid- 
ing for arbitration when the market had declined and the buyers 
or jobbers were predisposed to reject. Contract conditions as 
at present are very loose. Still the packers and. the jobbers 
seem to get along pretty well together after all, and even in sea- 
sons of fluctuation and wide variations of price, there are usu- 
ally but few lawsuits or arbitrations. 

Heavy Rains.—The past week has been one of heavy down- 
pouring rain and hot humid temperature. Weather that would 
make grass grow in a gravel bed or on a sand dune. 

The Tomato Crop.—Indiana packers have practically 
abandoned much hope in relation to the early crop of tomatoes 
and are relying upon the late crop. 

The early crop will be of a very light yield owing to the 
blooms being washed off by the heavy spring rains. 

There is practically no change in market values of tomatoes 
in Chicago as compared with a month ago. Stocks are very re- 
duced here, as buyers have been holding off for a decline and 
have permitted supplies to run very low. Fancy hand packed 
whole tomatoes in sanitary cans are almost entirely closed out 
and there is some inquiry for that grade, but few offerings. 
Stocks of No. 10, or gallon tomatoes, have been well cleaned up 
in Chicago, all the old 1906 and 1907 stock having been put into 
cousumption. ‘The largest jobber of tomatoes in that size can 
was in the market today through a firm of brokers and could 
not find anything offering below the regular market price East, 
with freight added. ; 

Canned Corn.—Retailers are buying very actively of 
canned corn. This is evidenced by the springing up of a demand 
for Maine corn, which is reported to be of a short pack prospect, 
and of which none had been sold scarcely for future delivery to 
the retailers. Packers are not urging ‘heir goods on the market 
and seem well satisfied to let the market take its own course.

NEW YORK MARKET.| 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. : 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, August 18.—Business during the past week 
has not varied essentially from previous reports. Conditions 
are substantially the same as they have been heretofore, and 
there has been in general terms a disposition to heed rather 
more carefully the reports of short crops and other disturbing 
influences in the trade. But aside from this the changes have 
been slight. No price shifts of importance have occurred dur- 
ing the week, and as a whole the market has remained substan- 
tially unchanged, though here and there a buyer has taken hold 
with more freedom and has placed orders which have some of 
the appearance of a revival. No material weakness has devel- 
oped, but the usual disregard by buyers of the oft-repeated re- 
ports of short crops and other unfavorable influences has been 
noted. It may be, however, that in this instance these people 
are mistaken, and that they will discover too late their folly in 
not investigating more closely and making purchases when 
favorable opportunities are offered. If the reduction is anything 
approaching as serious as these reports indicate prices will ad- 
vance later, and the buyer who has refused to place his orders 
will pay dearly for his indifference. 

Tomatoes.—The market is practically the same as last week, 
with sales limited to rather small quantities. New pack goods 
are coming on the market, but as usual in such instances they 
are more or less unsatisfactory, and buyers are turning to full 
standard 3s in old pack to satisfy their requirements. Many 
new packed goods have been rejected, as they have arrived on 
the plea that they are not up to the required standard in quality.

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The price is held firmly by packers at 67%c. to 7oc., though 
here and there it is possible to buy at 65c. Nearly all packers 
are firmer in their views, basing their belief upon the fact that 
the crop does not look especially encouraging. For No. 2s sales 
have been made at 47%c. to 50c., though nearly all holders are 
asking the higher price. In No. tos little interest is shown and 
figures reported last week have been repeated. The demand 
seems to have declined, though holders are confident and refuse 
to make concessions to secure business. . 

Corn.—The growth of corn has been retarded everywhere, 
and packers are withdrawing offerings because they have appar- 
ently sold up to the limit of their capacity. In Maine a severe 
drought has seriously injured the crop, and it is doubtful if it 
recovers sufficiently to compensate for tke losses already sus- 
tained. It is estimated that the total output of the New Eng- 
land States will scarcely equal the ordinary output of Maine 
alone. The same thing is reported from the South, and New 
York State has suffered to some extent. As a whole the situa- 
tion is considered precarious, and all spot stocks are held firmly 
at quoted values. Movement is light and sales of both spot and 
future goods are exceedingly limited. 

Peas.—The market is steady, but apparently featureless. 
The situation has not changed materially since last reports, and 
sales have been confined, in most instances, to actual require- 
ments of dealers. The sale of futures has almost ceased, pend- 
ing the outcome of the pack. The New York State pack will 
fall short of the average, though it is impossible to say definitely 
how much this reduction will be. The reports from the West 
are no more reassuring, and sales have been restricted because 
of the evident reluctance of sellers to allow their stocks to go. 
It is impossible to secure any accurate details regarding proba- 
ble reduction of output, but all are agreed that it will be 
considerable. 

Fruits.—Not much of interest has developed in fruits. 
Apricots are a shade firmer on the Coast, and pears have been 


held higher there for the past few days. Apricots are scarcer, 
but the increased firmness in the latter is due to the heavy 
shipments of green fruit which are reducing the available 
supply very rapidly. Peaches are firm with a sharp upward 
tendency on the most wanted varieties. Not much business 
is done, buyers preferring to await further developments before 
placing orders further than requirements make necessary. 

Apples.—No. ros are steady under light offerings. Most 
holders are awaiting the outcome of the reported short crops 
before selling their stocks. The indications are that prices will 
be higher and practically all holders are convinced of the sub- 
stantial accuracy of this supposition. The tendency of prices is 
upward, though in the absence of important sales this tendency 
does not show any remarkable development. It might be noted, 
however, that sales are made only in the smallest possible way, 
and conditions tend toward improved prices. 

Salmon.--The market remains quiet since second hands are 
not disposed to make important concessions, and unless they do, 
retail buyers hold off pending the announcement of opening 
prices and the further movement in future sales. Spot red 
Alaska has done a little better the past few days. Last week it 
could be bought as low as $1.35, but is is firmly held at $1.37% 
inside, with most holders asking $1.40 for small lots. Movement 
is restricted someweat while waiting for the opening price for 
new pack sockeye, which will be announced this week, it is 
expected. The probable figures have been given previously. 
The output is likely to be short since the run has not yet reached 
the proportions anticipated for the big year. It is impossible 
to make any estimate that would even approach accuracy, but 
there is substantial agreement in the assertion that the pack will 
fall short of expectations. It is said that recent catches have 
shown more than 50 per cent. hump backs which is taken as a 
sure indication that the sockeye run is over. The pack on 
Puget Sound is said to have been around 500,000 cases to date,

It 1s 
impossible to accumulate anything, and when the season closes 
everything which has come in will be in the hands of distribu- 
tors. 

Sardines.—Competition among jobbers, resulting in cut 
prices, keeps the sardine market unsettled and prevents any one 
from making any considerable profit. It has been impossible 
thus far to agree upon any series of prices, and packers are 
making individual offers, which in some instances indicate a 
loss rather than a profit. Sales are light. The catch has im- 
proved, it is said, but is still light, and one firm obtains the bulk 
of the raw fish. Hupson.

On another page of this issue we publish a letter from 
‘‘Packer,’’ who is located on the Peninsula of Maryland, Dela- 
ware and New Jersey, correcting our statement in last week’s 
issue in regard to crop prospects for tomatoes in that section. 
It seems we secured a wrong impression at the meeting of the 
Tri-State Association held in Wilmington, Del., on the 12th 
instant. 


We regret this very much, and as we are anxious to give 
the true condition, we take pleasure in publishing a letter re- 
ceived during the past week from the secretary of the Associa- 
tion referred to above, Mr. C. M. Dashiell, and we hope this 
and the letter signed ‘‘Packer’’ will make the situation clear to 
our readers. 


Editor THE TRADE. 

Dear Sir:—I think your article ‘‘Poor Tomato Crop Re- 
ported’’ in your issue of August 13th, is misleading and calcu- 
lated to put our Association in a false position. 

In my circular letter of the same date sent to all our mem- 
bers, to you and other trade papers, you will note that no such 
percentages for the various sections appear as are given in your 
article. It is true that the acreage and crop prospects in Som- 
erset and Worcester Counties, the two lowest counties on the 
Maryland peninsula, promise a poor pack; but Somerset and 
Worcester are but a small part of our total territory, and by no 
means a criterion by which to judge other sections North of 
them, where the acreage is larger and the crop prospects better. 

I think it better to be conservative, and reiterate the state- 
ment made in my letter, that no one can forecast the crop now; 
that all depends upon the weather. 

I knew that you did not intend to make a wrong impres- 
sion, you simply received the information contained in your 
article before you received my letter, and printed it.

A table of statistics recently sent out by a California concern 
points out that the Bureau of Agriculture states the crop of 
peaches is very short this year; only about 30 per cent. of that 
of last year. California is the only exception to the rule. Last 
year the crop there amounted to 89 per cent. of an average; this 
year it is expected to amount to 85 per cent. and the packers of 
that State are preparing to supply the shortage in other sections.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., August 14, 1909. 
The great event in canning circles at the preseut time is the 
immense run of sockeye salmon on the Puget Sound and the 
great pack that is being put up there. On August 6, 1,739,000 
sockeye salmon were taken from traps and by seiners and landed 
at the canneries ot Bellingham, Blaine, Anacortes and the lower 
Frazer. Records of all previous catches have been broken, and 
a sudden falling off in the run is all that will prevent a record 
pack being made. Sufficient help cannot be secured to keep the 
lines in the canneries supplied with fish and take away the filled 
cans throughoui the twenty-four hours. For the first time in 
the history of the industry fish are being shipped to distant can- 
weries to be packed. An entire trainload of fish has been sent 
to the canneries at Gray’s Harbor, and carload lots have been 
sent to the canneries on the Columbia which have been operat- 
ing on chinooks, but which are working short hours only, owing 
to the scarcity of that fish. If the present run lasts as long as 
the run did four years ago, it is estimated that the value of the 
season’s pack will approach $20,000,000. There has been no an- 
nouncement of opening prices made yet, but it is thought that 
now that the run has proved such a success, with every proba- 
bility of proving a record breaker, it will be but a short time 
before the announcement is made. Estimates as to the proba- 
ble figures to be named vary considerably, but it is likely that 
the following will be about correct: Talls, $1.40; flats, $1.55, 
and halves, $1.00. At the beginning of the fishing season 3o0c. 
per fish was paid, but this price has been reduced to 20c. per

fish, and on the Canadian side some canneries have been offer- 
ing but roc. 

A telegram has just been received here from Bristol Bay, 
via Seward, giving the approximate figures for the pack in that 
district for the present season. The Bristol Bay catch repre- 
sents about thirty per cent of the total catch of the Coast, and 
this year is estimated at 1,064,000 cases, or 106,285 cases less 
than last year when Bristol Bay contributed 1,170,285 cases. 
Arrangements have been made in San Francisco with the Ameri- 
can-Hawaiian Steamship Company to handle practically all of 
the salmon that comes here for distribution in the East and for 
export. The salmon carrying vessels will, in most cases, dis- 
charge directly into the American-Hawaiian Co.’s big freighters 
on which the Bristol Bay pack will be carried to Salinas Cruz 
for shipment across the Isthmus of Tehuantapec. Shipments 
for New York will be loaded at Peurto Mexico on American- 
Hawaiian steamers, and shipments to foreign countries in 
Europe wil] be loaded on the ships of the different foreign lines 
that are members of the international combine, which was not 
in existence when last year’s pack was ready for the market. 
The report on the Bristol Bay pack for the season of 1910 is as 
follows, though of course it is but an estimate and subject to 
correction later:

The Columbia River Packers’ Association has received a 
cablegram from L. O. Belland, manager of its Nushagak can- 
nery, and from the tenor of this the company is led to believe 
that a full pack of 50,000 cases would be put up. 
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P. A. Berlund, superintendent of the Alaska Fishermen’s 
cannery on the Nushagak river, under date of July 17th, wrote 
that there were excellent prospects,ef putting up a full pack. 
He stated that it was likely that he would be a week later in 
returning this season and the company’s vessel, the North Star, 
is expected to arrive at Seattle about August 25. _ 

Clarence A. Buschman, superintendent of.‘the Northwest- 
ern Fisheries Co., has just returned from the Nushagak river to 
Seattle, and states that all the vessels operating in that district 
expect to set sail for the south between August 8th and 12th. 
At Orca the season has been later than usual and the run not so 
good. At Chignik conditions were favorable. In southeastern 
Alaska a better run of reds is being experienced than last sea~ 
son. while the run of pink fish is lighter. Mr. Buschman states 
that while the pack in some districts in Alaska will show a fall- 
ing off this season, he believes that the aggregate will be higher 
than last year. 

The Alaska Packers’ Association is contemplating improve- 
ments that will cost practically a half a million dollars at their 
Alameda plant. This will include an enlargement of the pres- 
ent packing house and of its shipbuilding and repair plant. 
Several additional vessels are to be purchased or leased, and it 
is the intention of the Association to increase the scope of its 
operations. 

The salmon cannery of the Klamath Packing and Trading 
Company has been busy during the last part of the salmon run, 
and the output is being brought to Eureka, Cal., for shipment. 


The Griffith-Durney Co. in a recent announcement to the 
trade have the following to say in regard to the canned fruit end of 
the business: ‘‘The apricot pack is practically over, and is 
very much shorter than was anticipated. Second apricots are 
particularly scarce, and it is impossible to buy round lots 
straight. On account of the heavy demand from Europe, prac- 
tically all of the canners are ‘over a barrel’ on second pears, and 


they will have great difficulty in packing sufficient to fill their 
orders, A number of packers are sold out of standard apricots 
and quite a few have sold their estimated pack of standard 
pears. There is no change in the peach market as yet, but on 
account of the situation on other fruits, we confidently expect 
higher prices very soon on peaches of all grades.’’ 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association has announced 
that the Del Monte brand of tomatoes put up by it will be* 
packed in sanitary cans, and that the protected retail price will 
be 15c. straight and two for a quarter. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association is considering 
the advisability of consolidating the Yuba City and the Marys- 
ville canneries, but no definite action has been taken as to which 
city will be selected as a site for the big plant. 

Frank W. Hetherington of Marysville, Cal., has perfected 
an automatic can filling machine that is claimed to be an 
improvement over existing methods. An automatic device 
counts the pieces of fruit as they are dropped into the can, and 
when the requisite number have been dropped the supply is 
stopped and a new can shifted into place. 

uc The new fruit and vegetable cannery at Centralia, Wash., 
has been completed and put in operation. It has been but 
a little over two months since the project was first discussed, 
and since that time a co-operative concern has been formed, 
stock subscribed, a building erected and machinery installed. 

Reports from Seattle, Wash., show that 7,900,000 pounds 
of canned salmon were shipped by water from Puget Sound 
during the fiscal year ending June 30. The heaviest shipments 


were made to England, these aggregating 4,000,000 pounds. 
Australia took 1,237,000 pounds in the same period, and the 
Philippine islands 884,352 pounds. 

The British bark California will sail from San Francisco 
some time this month with 80,000 cases of canned goods for 
Liverpool. This will be the largest shipment of canned goods 
ever taken from this port by a sailing vessel.

Concerning Tomato Crop Prospects.

Dear Sir:—The article in THE TRADE of August 13, 1909, 
under the heading ‘‘Poor Tomato Crop Report,’’ I think will 
create a wrong impression in the canning trade, and excite the 
packers and cause them to pay high prices for raw stock, as in 
1908. The reports received from the three Delaware counties, 
also Queen Anne, Talbot, Kent, Harford, Caroline, Dorchester 
and upper Wicomico counties of Maryland showed fair to good 
prospects, with a slightly reduced acreage. In lower Wicomico, 
Worcester and Somerset counties the prospects were reported 
poor, and a reduced acreage. The season will open up about 
August 23rd, and packers will run their houses much fuller than 


last year, if nothing hurts the cropfrom now on. We have just 
had a fine rain throughout this section.

An Exchange states that James B. Castle, of Honolulu, has 
acquired control of the Consolidated Pineapple Co., of Hawaii. 
This company is second in size to the Hawaiian Pineapple Co. 
The company packed about 50,000 cases last year, but this 
amount will be more than doubled this season, owing, no doubt, 
to the big advertising campaign the Hawaiian packers have been 
backing. 


Welsh Tin-Plate Industry. 


Consul Jesse H. Johnson, of Swansea, furnishes the follow- 
ing statistics covering the tin-plate and sheet-steel industry of 
South Wales : 

At the end of May, 1909, there were 398 tin-plate mills and 
52 sheet-steel mills in operation in South Wales, and the total 
number of employees was 22,500. Large consignments of tin 
plates are exported to the Far East, China, and Singapore, and 
the United States continues, under the drawback clause of the 
tariff, to be a steady market for this special trade. During the 
month of April the following quantities, in tons, were exported 
to the countries mentioned: United States, 6,250; British East 
Indies, 4,692; Germany, 2,989; France, 1,895; Netherlands, 
3,752; all other countries, 19,685; total, 39,263 tons. During 
the same month 5,683 tons of black plates were exported. 

It is difficult and confusing to associate and compare the 
foregoing figures with the quarterly returns (declared exports) 
sent from this office, for the reason that during the course of 
twelve months thousands of tons of tin plates are invoiced 
through the Liverpool consulate, although such tin plates are 
manufactured in this district. For instance, the Minnesota 
sailed for Philadelphia on June 8, 1909, and, according to its 
manifest, had 15,400 boxes of tin plates, weighing a little over 
1,061 tons, for all of which consular invoices passed through 
the Liverpool consulate. 

Today’s quotations (June 23) on the Swansea Metal Ex- 
change are as follows: Tin plates, I. C., 20 by 14, $2.95 per 
box; I. C. wasters, $2.86 per box; odd sizes, basis, $3.01 per 
box. Block tin, $646.02 per ton; spelter, $107 per tou; steel 
bars, $21.89 per ton. 

The quantity of tin plates shipped during the week ended 
June 19, was 699,954 boxes, and the stock in dock warehouses 
204,868 boxes.

Dear Sir:—Our meeting yesterday at Wilmington was 
poorly attended, owing possibly to the fact that many of our 
members are busy preparing for the tomato canning season. 

I regret also to report that out of about two hundred return 
postal cards sent out asking for replies giving the condition of 
the tomato crop, 100 being considered a full crop, only seventy 
were received, so that we could hardly get an accurate idea of 
the crop conditions by percentages or otherwise. We, however, 
learned that the crop condition was better in the northern por- 
tion of our territory, except in the vicinity of Baltimore, than 
in the southern, the percentages ranging from 100, in some 
instances in the former, to 20 and 25 in the latter. 

It was the universal opinion of those present that it would 
be impossible to forecast the crop and resulting pack at present, 
as the crop is now entering upon its most critical stage and all 
depends upon the weather during the next three weeks. 

The secretary is happy in stating that at last Baltimore 
freight rates on canned goods to southern points have been 
issued to take effect September 1, (a matter over which he has 
been working for some time past,) as will appear by the fol- 
lowing letter:

Dear Sir:—Referring to your letter of March 4, relative to

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The human flesh is heir to many ills, but in the advancing 
knowledge and wisdom of the present age a method to avoid 
some of them should be learned by almost any man. 


We have before this time had heart to heart talks, through 
THE TRADE, because all our readers know that this is ‘‘between 
ourselves.’’ And let us doa little of this at this time. We 
figure that it is better todo this now than afterwards, because 
you can profit by it now, whereas the other fellow profits by it 
if done afterwards. 


As will be seen by our Crop Correspondence, some of our 
readers have taken alarm because we published last week a 
report that the tomato crop and pack would be short in the 
three principle tomato packing States—Maryland, Delaware and 
New Jersey. And we do not know but what they are right. 


It seems strange that canners who have been dealing with 
the tomato for a generation or more, do not understand it at all. 
Upon such an uncertain quantity as a report, as above referred 
to, they will 1ush in to get up a big pack, feeling sure that the 
pack is going to be short this year. They know that as long as 
a tomato vine has any life in it, there is liable to be a prolific 
yield from it, but no matter, the report has been made that the 
pack of tomatoes is going to be short and that is sufficient. 

We are now experiencing a duplicate of what happened last 
season. At this time last year the lower end of the Peninsula 
was flooded, the tomato plants were being drowned out, and the 
canneries were working only part of a day, instead of day and 


night. So what did the more fortunate ones do, but rush right 
in to pay the growers fabulous prices for all the tomatoes they 
could get their hands on; worry the can makers sick with 
hurry-up orders for extra lots of cans and then stretch the 
pack—by slack filling—not until it almost burst, but until it 
actually did burst, and caught every blessed one of them with a 
load that would have staggered Atlas to shoulder. We then 
had canners tell us plainly that they were going to get a 50,000 
case tomato pack off a 4c,o00 case acreage, and they got it. 
And we hope they will long remember it. The only sad thing 
about it is that they did not have to eat the goods themselves. 
They may yet. 


Now what are we going to do? Take the report of the 
Tri-State Association that the acreage and the probable yield of 
tomatoes is way below usual, and go in for as large a pack as 
we can possibly squeeze out, no matter how we stretch it. If 
you do you will be burned, to use the slang, as you have been 
in the past year or two; and we hope you will be, if you do. 

Just remember this, that last year the identical conditions 
existed, but much later than the present time, and therefore 
with much less chance to make up the lost ground. And you 
know what the answer is. If it was bad then it will be worse 
this year, for there is more time to make up for all that was lost. 
Right after that report went out good rains set in, and the 
plants have been benefited immensely. There are yet six weeks 


of good yield for tomato vines, and who can say that the yield 
will be light ? 


But in addition to this actual condition of affairs, remember 
that there is quite a good carryover of those last year—experi- 
ence—tomatoes, and have the wisdom, at least, of the child, 
and dread the fire after the ‘‘burn’’ you received last season. 
We may be entirely wrong, as far from the mark as it is possi- 
ble to be, but we do not think so, and we would certainly advise 
every packer to go easy. 

It you have a warehouse full of tomatoes, either on your 
own property, or pledged to some bank as collateral, figure it as 
part of your pack this year, and add to it only the amount 
necessary to bring it up to an average with your usual packing. 
Figure the expense of carrying them at the cost of packing this 
year, and take your profit when the sales are made this fall. 
Even then you may find the profit very small. 


We know what you will say, if the market goes to high 
prices and you have but the small quantity to place upon the 
market. But you can rest assured that unless you follow some 
such advice the market will not go to high prices. That much 
is certain. And if it does go to high prices, is it not better to 
make a good profit on a small block of goods, rather than a 
heavy loss upon a large block? That is just about the situation 
as we see it. 

We can talk like this, because we have no interest in the 
matter, except to see you come out ahead of the game. But it 
is just because we have no interest, financially, that we do talk 
this way and try to show you, from an unprejudiced point of 
view, what is the best course to follow. It might be a good 
motto for all tomato canners to hang in their offices, ‘‘A tomato 
vine is not dead until the snow flies,’’ for until it is dead it may 
yield a big crop and break you. 

We do not study the question from any hear-say point of 
view; nor merely from the appearances of the plants in the field; 
nor only from what individual canners tell us of their particular 
section; nor even from the reports that canners’ supply men 
send in as to conditions as they find them. We are always glad 
to have all these points of information, but if we considered 
them alone, we would be entirely guided by them. We use all 
these, and many more, and to them all, add a personal fund of 
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information, taking in all sides of the question; and with this 
total of possible supply and possible demand, present 
conditions in one section and another, we endeavor to give you 
an honest,. unbiased opinion of what you may expect. Our 
whole aim is to properly inform you—we have not a cent to 
gain—but if you find us right and profit by the experience, you 
benefit us by a continuance of your confidence. The majority 
of the canners throughout the length and breadth of our coun- 
try realize this—that we are neither bully-ragging you, nor 
cajoling you, but are trying to inform you for your own good. 
Take our advice and go easy on your tomato pack, or leave it 
and go in as heavy as you please, slack filling your cans, if you 
choose to stretch the pack; it is the same to us, in dollars and 
cents, and you will be the only one to profit or lose on the deal. 


Virginia Packer in Baltimore for Help. 


Mr. E. Sharp, owner of and operating the Sharp cannery at 
Sharp’s, Virginia, was in Baltimore last week, with the inten- 
tion of securing experienced cannery workers for his factory. 
One of the Friday night’s boats out of this city took a bunch of 
15 to the Virginia factory and another the early part of this 
week has taken about the same size crowd. 

Mr. Sharp has been in the habit of employing colored help, 
but has found it unreliable just at the most important times. 
In other words the colored help are satisfied to ‘‘eat grass,’’ as 
the saying is, in the very warm weather when tomatoes are 
ripening and should be handled quickly. On the other hand 
when canning factories are dull and very little is doing, the 
‘‘smokes’’ are looking for work and sore because there is none 
to be had. The cannery workers of Baltimore have had good 


experience at the work and know when to be ready and can be 
_ depended upon when needed. These people in most cases are 
Hungarians or Poles who have been taught to keep themselves 
neat and tidy, and as cannery help are very desirable.

A recent report from Frederick, Maryland, the great corn 
growing section of the State, says the crop has been ruined by 
the drouth. The corn canning season which is usually in full 
blast about this time has not started, and it is not expected the 
pack will amount to a quarter of last year. The crop seems to 
be in equally as bad shape in Baltimore County.

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Pineapples From Cuba. 


Consul-Genera! James L. Rodgers, of Habana, under date 
of July 7, submits the following report upon the pineapple 
industry of Cuba, which finds its market exclusively in the 
United States. 

The pineapple industry is the direct result ofan American 
demand for the product. It is not Cuban in the sense of owner- 
ship, nor of cultivation, the participation of the natives being so 
small in both relations as to be practically inconsequential. The 
American market demanding a large and steady source of sup- 
ply, the American capital was invested with that of the Spanish 
growers, with the result that today nearly all the pineapple 
plantations are owned by Americans and Spaniards and worked 
by them, although at extremely busy seasons Cubans are 
employed to some extent. 

The product of these plantations, which are located within 
easy rail or road haul of Habana, is furthermore carried almost 
exclusively to American markets by American ships, and fur- 
nishes perhaps the best freight emanating from Cuba. 

The busy season usually runs from February to July, 
although pineapples are shipped from Cuba every month of the 
year. The total shipment for the year ended June 30 was 
1,263,466 crates of 80 pounds each. Of these, 862,844 were 
carried to New York by the Ward Line steamers, 207,613 to 
Mobile by the Munson Line, 114,807 to New Orleans by the 
Southern Pacific steamers, and 78,202 to Key West, Fla., by the 
P. & O. boats. This pineapple crop was distributed from the 
ports of entry named to nearly all of the great cities East of the 
Mississippi River. 

The average price obtained for these pineapples cannot be 
given, but, broadly stated, it could not have been much over $2 
a crate, as the finer lots in the early season will not usually run 
over $4, and in the height of the shipping season they are often 


sold as low as $1 acrate. To show a profit for the grower the 
price in Habana must not be much under $1.25 a crate, while 
the exporter or importer, who will have to assume freight of 
31% cents, duty, brokerage, lighterage, and a variety of other 
charges, cannot hope for much if he cannot get at least $2. ‘It 
is known absolutely that there have been great losses this ship- 
ping season, and while in other years there has been a profit 
there is apparently no steady and attractive margin in the 
business. 


Well Known Broker Commends ‘‘The Trade.”’ 


Mr. J. M. Paver, Sr., the well known canned goods broker, 
aud head of the firm of J. M. Paver Co., writes us as follows: 


“I wish to compliment you on the way you have reported 
the July 29th meeting of the Indiana Canners’ Association. 

‘‘T would call your attention to page 26, ‘Quality vs. Cost 
of Transportation.’ For your information Mr Sanford is the 
manager of the J. M. Paver Co., in Indianapolis, and was talk- 
ing as the representative of this concern.’’ 

In the section of our report headed ‘‘Quality vs. Cost of 
Transportation’’ Mr. Sanford points out what a difference 
freight rates make, and is of the opinion that QuaLiTy is the 
only means by which a canner can introduce or sell his goods in 
a market where other canners have a more favorable rate of 
freight to that point. He stated that Baltimore goods were 


- being sold in Chicago for less money than Indiana goods on this 


account, and thought the Indiana canners would have to pro- 
duce better quality goods than the other canners if they wanted 
the western business. Our report failed to show that Mr. San- 
ford was representing the J. M. Paver Co., as it should have. 

Mr. Paver concludes by saying that he is not active in the 
business any longer. The late E. S. Judge, formerly editor of 
THE TRADE, and Mr. Paver were of the same age.

An incident that is of considerable,interest to the canners 
of Baltimore City, the State of Maryland and the Pewinsula. 
Readers of Tur TRADE in the eastern section of the country will 
also be interested, and we give below an abbreviated account, 
taken from the Baltimore American: | 

‘*The bay bridge proposition has, it seems, finally resolved 
itself into a plan for a swift ferry across the narrow section of 
the bay opposite the neck of land which extends from Baltimore 
to the bay shore. From the Kent shore of the Bay, at a point 
either just above or just below Tolchester, it is proposed to con- 
struct an electric road due east to Chestertown, and thence by a 
route which would approximate closely to a bee line, southward 
to a point on the Choptank river opposite Cambridge. The 
ferry across the Bay is designed to put the contemplated electric 
road into quick touch with the system of the United Railways 
and Electric Company of Baltimore at a point not far removed 
from the present Bayshore Park terminal of the latter company. 

‘‘This Eastern Shore electric route scheme has taken definite 
shape, to the extent that articles of incorporation have been 
drawn up and an association to promote the enterprise is being 
organized through the efforts of the Travelers and Merchants’ 
Association. It is estimated that the cost of bringing to realiza- 
tion the plans as they have been formulated will not exceed 
$3,000,000. Four large Eastern Shore towns—Chestertown, 
Centerville, Easton and Cambridge—will, by the carrying out 
of the proposed scheme, be brought into quick connections with 
Baltimore, and there will, besides, be tapped all along the pro- 
posed route highly prosperous farming sections 

‘It is easy to figure out how and why the proposed Balti- 
more and Eastern Railway Company, if the plans as contem- 


plated should be brought to realization, will form the nucleus — 


of what may eventually develop into an electric system covering 


the entire Maryland and Delaware peninsula. An examination 
of a map of the region between the bays will show that a line 
from Chestertown straight across the Peninsula to Dover, the 
capital of Delaware, would be only about 50 miles in length 
from the terminal on the eastern side of the Chesapeake. 
A road built over this due-east route would encounter easy 
grades and would tap very rich agricultural sections in both 
ris and Delaware. An electric road running straight 
down the Maryland and Delaware Peninsula would inspire the 
building of many branches and feeding lines. In other words, 
the original enterprise would by a logical process of develop- 
ment grow into a system that would link up the entire Peninsula 
with Baltimore ”’

Letters from eanners in various parts of the country, giving 


their views as to the prospects for crops and what 
the packs are likely to amount to. 


[Special to THE TRADE. ] 
Good Acreage and Good Prospects in Delaware. 


DELAWARE, August 12, 1909. 
Gentlemen:—We contract for our raw stock in peas, corn 
and tomatoes by the ton, but other canners seem to prefer the 
busuel measure. The acreage planted this year is larger than 
usual, the prospects for crop yields have never been better, and 
when you consider that the yield per acre has been increasing 
each year recently we believe the pack must amount to more 
than in late years. Growers are asking $9 per ton for tomatoes; 
they get about 200 bushels from an acre. 
Labor is the greatest drawback and is in poor shape; we 
have to go to the city for it. The same number of canneries 
are running as last year. ““As You LIKE Ir..”’ 


Field Corn Decreases Acreage in Sugar Corn. 


MARENGO, Iowa, August 11, 1909. 
Gentlemen:—The acreage planted in this section this season 
is somewhat less than usual, due no doubt, to the fact that the 
price of field corn makes it more profitable to the grower.  Can- 
ners are paying $6 a ton for sugar corn. The prospects point 
to only a normal crop, and the pack will hardly amount to 
80 per cent. in lowa. Two new canneries in this section, one 
at Mt. Pleasant and one at Postville, while two have dropped 
out; one at Cambridge and one at Dexter.

MopgEstTo, CAL., August 14, 1909.

The Growing of Spinach for Canning. 


We recently had some inquiries in regard to the growing 
of spinach for canning purposes, and in looking for the infor- 
mation we have run across two papers which we think 
will be of interest to readers of THr TRADE. We give them 
both, in full, below ; these were kindly loaned us by the Leon- 
ard Seed Co., of Chicago. 

It will be noticed both articles give practically the same 
advice, or information, and we publish both papers in order that 
those interested may feel more safe in following the instructions, 
inasmuch as each paper is by a different author, and is sort of a 
check on the other. It might be well to mention that the Leon- 
ard Seed Co. recommend the Savoy Leaf spinach to canners on 
account of it standing up Letter, and so harvested with less dirt 
and sand. 


Paper No. 1.—Growing Spinach for Packing. 


For packing purposes in growing spinach, bulk of vegeta- 
tion is the thing desired. In order to obtain this result, the 
seed must be sown:so that the crop will mature in cool weather, 
as the hot summer months cause the plants to go to seed. 


Two crops may be grown in a year for packing purposes— 
spring sowing or summer sowing. In order to get a crop prop- 
erly matured from spring sowing, it is necessary to plant the 
seed as soon as the ground can be worked. It takes about two 
months from the time of sowing, until cutting can commence. 


Seed can be sown in the spring as early as the end of March, 
as the seed will stand some freezing. This would give a chance 
of harvesting the crop before the real hot weather of summer. 


Probably the best method for growing spinach for packing, 
would be to sow the seed in early August, and let it mature in 
the fall. The cool weather of the fall will keep the spinach 
from running to seed, and will give a chance for the plant to 
make a heavy foliage. 


Cutting may be delayed until quite late, as light frosts will 
not hurt the crop. The general opinion is that the fall crop 
makes the heaviest foliage, and for this reason is the best for 
packing purposes. 

The seed should be planted in drills, about one foot apart 
for either crop, and the amount of seed needed per acre would 
be from eight to ten pounds; ten pounds is usually thought to 
be the best quantity to sow to an acre when the seed is planted 
in this way. 

Any of the standard varieties of spinach are suitable for 
packing. For spring sowing we would recommend the Round 
Leaved varieties, and in the fall the savoy seems to be the favor- 
ite sort. The value, however, of any of the varieties is equal 
for packing purposes.

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Paper No. 2.—Spinach Growing. 


Spinach should be sown as early in the spring as the ground 
can be made ready. Sow in drills one foot apart, using eight to 
ten pounds of seed to the acre. Three sowings may be made in 
the spring, about two weeks apart ; this will give a continuous 
" crop during the season adapted to its best growth. 

Sow first crop April 1st; this will be ready to cut about 
June 1st. The second sowing April 20th ; this will be ready to 
cut June 2oth. The third sowing May roth, ready to cut 
July roth. A fourth sowing might be made May 2oth, and a 
crop cut July 2oth. 

The real hot weather of summer is not good for a spinach 
crop, however, and three plantings in spring will be found most 
satisfactory. One seeding nay be made fora fall crop, and if 
conditions are favorable, August roth sowing would permit a 
crop to be cut before frost would hurt it. August rst sowing, 
in any event, would surely make a crop before any frost could 
hurt it, and likely permit of a good crop for fall packing. 

A good early spring crop is often secured by sowing the 
seed about the middle or last of September, the plants being 
protected during the winter by a covering of straw or leaves, 
For packing purposes, however, this plan is not recommended. 
There is little difference in packing value between the varieties 
of spinach. 


In the spring we would recommend the Round Leaved sorts. 
This would include the Victoria, which is the latest maturing of 
the varieties. Fora fall crop the Savoy Leaf. variety is pre- 
ferred over the others, and for a crop to winter over, the Prickly 
Seeded variety is the most popular. Any of the standard sorts, 
however, are suitable for packing, and any of them may be 
planted at any suitable season of the year, with good results. 

Rochester, N. Y.—The Rochester Can Company, a newly 
incorporated concern, has secured its permit to erect a factory, 
and will commence at once. All sorts of cans will be made. 


Tin Plate Trust Sues Strikers. 


Fifty-six of the striking employes of the American Sheet & 
Tin Plate Co’s plants were served with summons to appear 
before the United States Circuit Court at Pittsburg in Septem- 
ber to answer suit for $200,000 damages, entered by the Ameri- 
can company, a subsidiary of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. 

The bill of particulars states that the American Sheet & 
Tin Plate Company have $10,000,000 invested here and employ 
3,000 men. The American Company claims the fifty-six defend- 
ents have conspired to prevent 3,000 employes from working 
peacefully. It is alleged also that the profits of the company 
have been affected by the actions of the defendents in prevent- 
ing the company from operating its plants. 

The action of the company is unique in the annals of 
Pennsylvania labor troubles. —AMERICAN METAL MARKET. 


Conditions in the South. 


A subscriber of THE TRADE in Tennessee writes us that 
the tomato crop is short in that section. 

The canning factories built this season by C. F. Harward 
of Brownsville, Tenn., are in operation, packing tomatoes and 
sweet potatoes. These include factories at Stephens, Ark., 
Showell, Tenn., the Covington Canning Co., at Covington, 
Tenn., the Newbern Canning Co., at Newbern, Tenn., and one 
is now being planned for Halls, Tenn., that will can tomatoes, 
strawberries and sweet potatoes. 


A report from Marshalltown, Iowa, states that the F. J. 
Woodbury Estate has acquired the plant of A. T. Bitchard. The 
report says the change of ownership grows out of the financial 
difficulties of the old First Natioual Bank, which held a claim 
against the cannery for a large sum.
